In order to fecure her own Liberties the is bound 
to preferve thofe of Europe ; and this can be done no 
other Way than by maintaining the Balance of Power. 
In order to protect true Religion, fhe is bound to fup- 
port the Proteitant Caufe, and to enter into fuch Mea. 
fures as feem beft calculated to promote it. Asa Mari- 
time Power, fhe muft be jealous of Trade, and aware 
of all Arts and Contrivances that may be made ufe of 
to diftrefs her own, or unjuftly extend that of any of 
her Neighbours. A due Refpeé to thofe important 
Concerns will neceflarily engage her in Treaties, and 


thole fhe mutt confequently fulfil, as well out of Policy | 


as from Principle ; becaufe the fame Motives which in- 
duced her to conclude them, mutt influence her to carry 
them into execution. In fuch a complicated State of 
Affairs as that above reprefented, her Concerns mutt be 
envellop’d, and thofe of her Allies; for which Reafon 
we cannot be amazed that at this Time we are called 
upon to look about us. In Times of Diftrefs, the true 
Value of Private Men, and even of Publick Societies, 
are made known ; and when Troubles threaten Europe, 
the Attention of its States waits on {the Refolutions of 
Great Britain. By her Behaviour they regulate their 
own, and the true Friends of Liberty chearfully pre- 
to feek Peace by the Sword under her Aufpice. 

Amidft thefe Difafters it muft be Matter of Satisfaction 
to every honeft Englibman to confider, that no Meafures 
of ours have any way contributed thereto. We have 
encouraged no Invafions, we have abetted no fecret 
Practices, we have given Birth to none of thefe Mif- 
chiefs by our Intrigues, nor does our open Enemy lay 
any thing like this to our Charge. Even this War we 
are engag’d in is advantageous to Ewrope in general. But 
for it, the Flame had already been kindled in Jay, and 
{preading its deftructive Rays on all Sides. Our Fleet 
in the Mediterranean has not only protected our Trade, 
and imprifoned the trading Veffels of our Enemy, but 
a'fo fecured the Italian Dominions of the Houfe of 4u- 
ftria, and check’d that Ambition which hitherto has 
had no Bounds. On us our ancient Allies muft depend 
for Succour, and, after trying in vain the Effects ot 
other Meafures, muft return to thofe which their true 
Interefts di€tate. On them therefore we for the future 
may more certainly depend, and the Example of our 
Steadinefs in purfuing juit Plans may be prefumed {ufh- 
cient to encourage them to a more conftant Adherence 
:o what they now know to be truly the common Caufe, 
that which equally affvéts us andthem. Thefe I fay 
are Reflections which mult be grateful to every honeti 
Briton, and comfort him under whatever Difficulties a 
general War may induce. 

We may add to this another Satisfadtion, that we are 
doing nothing but what is juft and equitable in the Eyes 
of all proper Judges. We did not in our own Quarrel 
draw the Sword haitily, or rafhly enter on Revenge; no, 
we had Patience as long as Patience was a Virtue, and 
at laft we took flow and fure Steps to Satisfaction, fo 
that the Enemy had Leifure to prevent us from com- 
pleating their Deftruétion by a timely Offer of doing us 
Right. In the Cafe of our Allies, we waited till our 
Succour was ask’d as well as needed ; but it appears we 
did not do this from any Backwardnefs in owning {fo 
glorious a Caufe as that of the Liberties of Europe, but 
that we might not precipitate things by any Steps on 
our Side. Hence it appears, that we {till preferve the 
Spirit of our Anceftors, and.areas-much inclin’d as they 
were to oppofe an oppreflive Power, wherever it difco- 
vers itfelf. To this Difpofition Europe owes that Share 
of Liberty which fhe preferves. If we had not been al- 
ways ready to ftir in her Defence, fhe had been Jong ago 
fubjeéted to fome ambitious Family, or at beft but nomi- 
nally free. The Profpeét of fuch a Difafter is fufficient 
at any time to roufe us, and fure fuch as are fo jealous 
for the Freedom of other States ought not to be fulpected 
of Carelefinefs in regard to theirown. This alone is 
enough ¢2 acquit them from fuch a Charge. 

In the Virtues of our Most GRACioUS SOVEREIGN 
we have another certain and never-failing Ground for 
Affurance. His firi€t Refpeét to his Allies, his firm 
Attachment to the Proteftant Intereft, his generous Con- 
cern for the Rights of the Houfe of Aufria, fufficiently 
fhew how fafely we may rely on his taking all imagina- 
ble Care for the managing our Interefts abroad, fo as 
may motlt contribute to che Ends which all true Patriots 
with to fee purfued, and to the Honour and Reputation 
of thefe Kingdoms. It has been too often our Misfor- 
tune, that in Circumflances refembling thefe, the Inte- 








reft of our Princes, or at leaft thofe puriued by out 
Princes, were different, indeed oppofite to thofe of the 
Nation ; whereas in the midft of many crofs Accidents 
it may be accounted our prefent Felicity, that the Kine 
upon the Turowe hath precifely the fame perfonal In- 
terefts with the People who are his Subjects. As his 
Thoughts and his Councils, fo his Language exally re- 
fembles that of his Glorious Predeceflor King William, 
who. made the Safety, Peace and Freedom of Europe as 
much and as fleadily his Care as thofe of the Country 
in which he was born, or the Kingdoms he was called 
to by his Merit, as well as near Relation in Blood to 
their ancient Royal Family. Leyalty is always our 
Duty ; but under ‘his prefent Majeity, and may it prove 
fo under all his i//uftrious Defcendants, it is not more our 
Duty than it is our Interett. 

A farther Satisfaction {till is, the Unanimity occa- 
fion'd by this Profpect of Affairs abroad. No fooner was 
a general War apprehended, than immediately all Party 
Difputes were laid afide. We have now the Pleafure 
of feeing a true Spirit of Patriotifm, a healing Spirit, 
which prefers the Concerns of the Publick to the In- 
terefts of private Perfons, and drowns the Difputes of 
angry Factions, in order to liften to what may be expe- 
dient for our own Security and that of our Allies. What 
can afford us greater or better-founded Hopes than thefe, 
or what more noble Difpofition direét and influence our 
Publick Councils? When Men have no other Points in 
view than thofe which make for the Benefit of their 
Country, and when their only Contention is, who fhall 
ferve her, not themfelves beft; why may we not ex- 
pest to recall our former Triumphs, and to lead our 
victorious Armies once again to the Réine or to the Da- 
nube? Nay, why may we not go farther, and hope the 
very Appearance of our Refolution to hazard fo much 
in fupport of our Allies, may have fuch an Effect as to 
difpofe other Powers to fuch vigorous Meafures as may 
intimidate even the boldeit and moft encerprifing Princes 
from purfuing their violent Schemes, and incline them 
to what in the End will be found their own [ntereft, a 
firm, lafting and honourable Peace. 

This will appear to every difinterefted Reader the 
more likely, fince the Coalition of Parties, on fo import- 
ant an Occafioa, will demonftrate to the Nation at home, 
that the general Scheme of our Conduct is univeriaily 
approved, and mult make it clear to Friends and to 
Enemies abroad, that when the Intereft of the Publick 
is at ftake, we can (whatever they may have heard) fin- 
cerely and heartily unite.

out the Privity of the Count de Munich; neverthelefs 
two Days after it was fent away, viz. on the roth inft. 
he argued in Council, that as Affairs flood with Sweden, 
and as frefh Broils were to be apprehended with the 
Porte, nor a fingle Soldier could be fpar’d to march to 
the Affiitance of the Queen of Hungary. ‘The Marquis 
de Botta her Majeity’s Envoy went that fame Day to the 
Count de Munich, and talk’d very home to him upon 
that Matter, infomuach that the Count told him, ‘ that 
* the Queen of Hungary was not in io great a Perple- 
‘ xity as the Court of Rufia was when the Court of 
‘ Vienna made a feparate Peace with the Turks.’ The 
Marquis de Botca went alfo next Day to Court, and 
complain’d heavily of the Count de Munich, both to 
the Great Duchefs, and to the Duke of Brualwic her 
Husband. ‘The Remoniftrances of the Minilter of Vi- 
enna were flrenuouily fupported by the Count d’Ofter- 
man, and mott of the other Members of the Council. 
The Count de Munich was aware that contrary to the 
Promifes which he had made to the Pruffian Miniter, 
the Queen of Hungary would be fupported by the 


| Great Duchefs ; and therefore he went to Court. and 


declar’d to her Imperal Highnels, * ‘That as he had 
‘ the Honour to be Prime Minifter, he thought his 
« Counfels ought to be regarded, or elfe he defir’d her 
¢ Imperial Highnefs would be pleafed to let him refign 
« his Employments.”. The Great Duchels made him 
Anfwer, That fhe confented to it; and about three 
Hours after, fhe fent him his Quierus. 

Since this Event the Prince of Brunfwic, who had 
no Publick Share in Affairs, has taken a Seatin the 
Cabinet Council, and will affift therein for the future. 
The Count d’Ofterman has had feveral Conferences 
with Mr. Finch the Britifh Miniter, and two Couriers 
have been difpatch d one after another to London, till 
the Return whereof the Forces that are on the March 
to the Affittance of the Queen of Hungary will halt in 
Courland. 

Hague, April 25. N.S. Letters of the 27th ule. from 
Cadiz fay, that there are fitting out in that Port the 
Royal Philip of 110 Guns, the Lizabeth of 80, belides 
eight Men of War of 60 Guns, and three of 54 Guns 
each; and that of thefe Thirteen, there are eight fo 
ready to fail that they only wait for Orders from Court, 
They add, that there are alfo two Firethips and two 
Bomb galieys fitting out; and that they hear there is

We hear from Silefia, that on the 8th inftant the 
Marfhal de Neuperg took Grotkaa, and made the Ga- 
rifon, confilling of goo Men, Prifoners of War, who 
were conducted to Neifs. The Letters from Berlin, 
which are of the 18th, fay, that two Days before there 
were Publick Rejoycings in the City, and Te Deum 
at Church, at which the two Queens were prefent, for 
the Vidlory obrain’d on the roth by the King’s Army 
over the Aufirians commanded by the Marfhal de Neu- 
perg. All the Particulars they yet tell us of the Battle 
are, that it began about one o’Clock; that the King 
commanded the Right Wing, the Velt-Marfhal de 
Schwerin the Left Wing, and the Prince of Anhalt- 
Deffau the Main Battalia ; that the Auitrians firft fell 
upon the Left Wing with great Fury, and put it into 
fome Diforder, but that the King caufing a Body of 
Grenadiers to advance that Way with fome Fieldpieces, 
the latter put the Auftrians into Confubon ; that the 
Battle was very obftinate, and the Fire on both Sices 
very hort, but that the Auftrians were oblig’d to retire 
about five o’Clock, and to leave the King Maller of 
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The Lofs of the-Praffians, tho’ they have not yet an 
exact Lilt,is computed at zoooMen kill’dand we unded, 
and that of the Aultrians at near 5500; but as to the 
later, we mutt fufpend our Belief till Accounts arrive 
from Vienna, as well as of an Article publith’d at Frang- 
fort on the Zoth, which mentions the Arrival of an Ex. 
prefs from Nuremberg, with Advice that the Auitrian 
Army being reiniorced by 12000 Horfe under General 
Palh, there was a fecond Batile, which turn’d out te 
the Difadvaniage of the Prufians; but on what Day is 
not faid. 

Befides what has been publithed in this Paper of 
Wedneiday lait, we have this faither Account by a 
Letter from Schweidditz in Si‘efia, dated the 12th, viz. 
That on the oth, the King of Pruifia being then in the 
Neighbourhood of Neifs made a fham Retreat, in order 
to draw on the Aullsian Armv, which was ia the Prin- 
cipality of Groikau, and arriv'd that Evening at Ohlaw; 
that next Morning the two Armies were in Motion on 
the Side of Ohlau, and continually kept in Sight of 
each other; that towards Noon the Velt-Marthal de 
Neuperg, with 26200 Men, made a Motion as if he 
intended to advance towards Brieg, but that the King 
and General Schwerin march'd in order of Battle to 
prevent him ; that about one o’Clock the two Armies 
fac’d each other ia the Plain of Hermsdorff : That the 
Pruiian, confilting ef 18000 Men, was drawn up iri 
three Lines, whote Right Wing made the fir! Attack 
with their Small Arms, jeconded by the Fise of their 
Fieldpieces, but that the Left Wing of the Auitrian 
Army, confilling of choice ‘Troops commanded by Ge- 
neral Brown, mace a vigorous Reliftance ; that the 
Pruwian Army being join'd by two other Regiments, 
the Bate grew very fharp, and held till feven in the 
Evening, when, as is already faid, the Auflrians retir'd 
from the Field. ’Tis added, that the King of Praffia 
expos'd his Perfon very much, having had feveral 
Perfons kill'd and wounded by his Side ; and that there 
were taken from the Auflrians, 3 Standards, 5 Colours, 
2 Pair of Kettle-drums, and 10 Fieldpieces. 

A particular Letter from Berlin fays, the Queen of 
Hungary’s Troops retir’d with great Precipitation into 
a neighbouring Wood, whither they were purfu'd by 
the Pruflians, who kill’d a great many of their Men in 
their Klight; that 600 Pruflians were kill. in the 
Battle, and 1000 wounded ; that 3000 Aultrians were 
kill'd, and as many wounded, and 1100 taken Pri-
